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'Crisis'  for  whom? 

Nearly  every  day  one  newspaper  or  another  comments 
about  the  "crisis"  affecting  the  National  Health 
Service.  The  British  Medical  Association's  estimate 
that  £500m  needs  to  be  injected  into  the  service 
immediately  to  save  it  from  "breakdown"  is  extensively 
quoted.  Also  widely  reported  is  the  BMA's  decision, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing,  to 
call  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  future  of  the  NHS  and 
produce  a  joint  approach  to  the  Prime  Minister. 

Although  leaders  of  the  British  Dental  Association 
and  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives  are  expected  to 
attend  the  meeting,  pharmacists'  leaders  have  not  been 
invited.  A  spokesman  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
confirmed  that  no  invitation  had  been  received, 
"which,  in  view  of  the  pharmacists'  important  role  in 
the  country's  health  services,  is  surprising."  With  the 
nurses  asking  for  substantial  pay  increases,  doctors 
must  be  concerned  about  the  total  money  available 
for  the  NHS,  the  spokesman  added. 

Indeed,  that  might  be  what  the  doctors  are  worried 
about — that  any  rise  in  nurses'  pay  might  mean  less 
for  the  doctors  who  are  also  campaigning  for  large 
rises  (and  making  threatening  noises  about  what  will 
happen  if  they  don't  get  them). 

What  seems  to  be  needed  is  a  Royal  Commission 


or  some  other  independent  inquiry  into  how  much 
extra  finance  the  health  service  needs,  and  from  whence 
such  funds  might  come.  The  previous  most  likely 
method  of  extra  financing,  by  raising  prescription 
charges,  is  counter  to  the  Government's  policy  of 
repealing  the  charges  altogether.  Other  methods  have 
been  suggested,  eg  a  special  health  stamp,  and  even  a 
sweepstake ! 

What  is  certain  is  that  it  is  wrong  — arrogant  even — 
for  four  professions  to  act  as  though  they  alone  have 
a  regard  for  (and  a  stake  in  !)  the  future  of  the  NHS. 
If  they  are  pooling  their  resources  in  the  interests  of 
their  respective  remuneration,  so  well  and  good— but 
let  them  say  so.  If  on  the  other  hand  they  are  indeed 
stressing  the  need  for  more  money  for  the  Service, 
then  their  voice  would  be  the  stronger  for  the 
involvement  of  all  health  professions. 

But  perhaps  the  exclusion  of  the  profession  of 
pharmacy — which  shares  with  medicine  and  dentistry 
the  dual  roles  of  "employee"  and  independent 
contractor  in  the  NHS — is  a  reflection  of  how  far 
pharmacists  have  to  go  before  being  fully  accepted  as 
"health  team"  members  in  the  circles  of  professional 
power  politics.  Pharmacy's  leaders  must  make  sure 
that  this  attitude  is  quickly  reversed.

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Urgent  meeting  with  Minister 
sought  on  oxygen  claim 


The  Central  NHS  Committee  is  to  seek 
an  urgent  meeting  with  Dr  David  Owen, 
joint  Under-secretary  at  the  Department 
of  Health,  to  discuss  the  Department's 
reply  to  the  claim  for  increased  oxygen 
remuneration. 

The  scale  suggested  by  the  Department 
produced  "anger  and  resentment"  in  the 
committee,  and  it  was  suggested  that  there 
might  be  no  alternative  but  to  inform  con- 
tractors that  the  committee  "could  no 
longer  advise  them  to  support  the  oxygen 
therapy  service".  No  reply  to  the  request 
for  a  meeting  had  been  received  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press. 

A  claim  for  a  further  increase  in  the 
notional  salary  of  the  proprietor  pharma- 
cist has  been  lodged  with  the  Department 
following  receipt  of  some  data  from  the 
1973  costs  inquiry.  And  in  accordance 
with  the  decision  taken  at  the  May  meet- 
ing, a  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Depart- 
ment expressing  concern  about  the  length 
of  time  it  is  taking  to  produce  the  final 
reports  of  the  labour  and  overhead  costs 
inquiries.  It  was  reported  that  the  results 
would  be  available  shortly. 

More  drugs  may  be  supplied 
from  family  planning  clinics 

Anti-emetics,  anti-fungal  agents  and  anti- 
biotics may  become  available  for  supply 
through  family  planning  clinics. 

Doctors  at  the  Brook  advisory  centres 
have  asked  the  Department  of  Health  for 
permission  to  use  EC10  forms  to  pre- 
scribe anti-emetics  for  the  treatment  of 
nausea  associated  with  oral  contraceptives, 
anti-fungal  agents  for  thrush  and  anti- 
biotics for  the  emergency  treatment  of 
urinary  tract  infections.  At  present  clinic 
doctors  may  only  issue  private  prescrip- 
tions for  these  drugs. 

A  spokesman  from  the  Birth  Control 
Campaign  said  these  preparations  are  fre- 
quently needed  and  it  would  be  "sensible" 
for  the  clinics  to  stock  them.  She  felt  that 
in  the  case  of  antibiotics  the  clinics  would 
not  stock  a  comprehensive  range  and  such 
prescriptions  would  be  dispensed  by  phar- 
macies. She  did  not  envisage  large  dis- 
pensaries run  by  non-pharmacist  staff  be- 
cause "a  doctor  delegates  his  dispensing 
authority  to  the  clinic  worker  therefore 
limiting  the  amount  of  dispensing  done  in 
clinics." 

The  Department  of  Health  says  the 
matter  is  still  under  consideration.  The 
request  applies  specifically  to  the  Brook 
centres  and  until  a  decision  has  been  made 
the  Department  cannot  say  whether  it 
would  also  apply  to  other  family  planning 
clinics,. 

□  Dr  John  Loraine,  chairman,  Doctors 
and  Overpopulation  Group,  told  C&D 
that  a  discussion  on  whether  to  press  for 


oral  contraceptives  to  be  available  without 
prescription  will  probably  take  place  at 
the  Group's  October  committee  meeting. 

London  allowance  proposals 
'not  enough'-ASTMS 

The  Pay  Board's  report  on  London  weight- 
ing allowances  do  not  meet  the  aspirations 
of  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists  mem- 
bers working  in  the  capital,  according  to 
Mr  J.  Mercer,  the  Association  of  Scientific, 
Technical  and  Managerial  Staffs  divisional 
officer  responsible  for  the  Guild.  ASTMS 
are  to  hold  a  conference  with  representa- 
tives of  all  health  workers  in  the  Union  to 
discuss  the  report. 

The  Pay  Board's  Advisory  Report  4  — 
London  Weighting  (HM  Stationery  Office 
£0-79)  recommends  an  allowance  of  £400 
a  year  for  inner  London  and  £200  for 
outer  London.  The  allowances  are  applic- 
able to  the  public  sector  and  private  sector 
organisations  with  national  wage  and 
salary  structures.  In  calculating  the 
allowances  suggested,  the  Board  took 
account  of  housing  and  travelling  to  work, 
other  consumer  costs,  and  an  amount  for 
the  "extra  wear  and  tear"  involved  in 
working  in  London.  "Inner  London"  is 
given  as  within  four  miles  of  Charing 
Cross;  "Outer  London"  as  the  rest  of  the 
Greater  London  Council  area. 

Other  recommendations  in  the  report  in- 
clude: that  public  authorities  should  be 
free  to  help  employees  to  buy  their  first 
homes;  that  the  allowances  should  be  re- 


An  explanation  for  the  reports  on  with- 
drawal of  EEC  pharmacy  draft  directives 
{C&D,  June  22,  p  782)  has  emerged  from 
documents  originating  in  Brussels.  The 
legal  affairs  committee  of  the  European 
Parliament  had  recommended  that  the 
Commission  be  asked  to  withdraw  its 
proposals  to  the  Council  of  Ministers  and 
to  draw  up  new  proposals  "providing  for 
full  effective  freedom  of  establishment 
and  freedom  to  provide  services  in  the 
retail  sale  of  pharmaceuticals  sector, 
while  nevertheless  safeguarding  public 
health". 

Justifying  its  call,  the  legal  affairs  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  since  there  is 
a  need  to  bring  practice  in  member  states 
closer  together  before  "freedoms"  to 
establish  and  provide  services  can  be  in- 
troduced, any  such  changes  should  be 
towards  liberalising  national  laws.  This 
would  include  the  abandonment  of  any 
idea  of  controlled  geographical  distribu- 
tion of  pharmacies  (except  where  an  ex- 
cess or  inadequate  numbers  of  pharma-

'All  supermarkets  should 
sell  toiletries' 

Toiletries  should  be  included  within  "even 
the  smallest  supermarket,"  advises  a  book- 
let to  be  issued  to  supermarket  executives. 

The  booklet,  "Non-foods  within  super- 
markets," is  produced  by  Supermarket 
Merchandisers  Ltd,  Supermark  House,  St 
Anthony's  Way,  Faggs  Road,  Feltham, 
Middlesex,  who  supply  many  supermarket 
chains.  It  is  designed  to  advise  on  how 
to  expand  "the  considerable  sales  potential 
in  retail  grocery  outlets"  of  toiletries, 
cosmetics,  hair  care  products  and  other 
non-food  lines. 

Toiletries  should  be  included  in  super- 
markets because  they  are  "fast-selling, 
heavily  advertised,  every  day  demand" 
items,  but  still  remain  "impulse"  purchases 
because  the  majority  of  consumers  will 
normally  associate  their  sale  with  a 
chemist  or  variety  store,  says  the  booklet. 
Toothpaste,  shampoo,  hair  spray,  talc  and 
creams  are  given  as  items  that  have 
"quickly  established  themselves  as  the 
first  range  of  non-food  merchandise  to  be 
featured"  within  the  supermarket. 

Roche  lose  another 
'compensation'  round 

Roche  lost  their  House  of  Lords  move  to 
get  an  undertaking  from  the  Crown  to 
pay  compensation  if  the  company's  pend- 
ing fight  against  the  Government  price  cut 
order  is  successful. 

The  Law  Lords  ruled  by  a  4  to  1 
majority  that  the  Court  of  Appeal  was 
right  in  deciding  the  Department  of  Trade 
was  entitled  to  an  injunction  to  stop  the 
group  increasing  the  price  of  Librium  and 
Valium,  without  the  Department  itself  be- 
ing bound  to  give  an  undertaking  to  com- 
pensate the  company  if  it  wins  its  forth- 
coming action. 


cies,  particularly  in  sparsely  populated 
areas,  would  be  prejudicial  to  public 
health),  and  the  liberalisation  of  the  retail 
sale  of  pharmaceuticals. 

A  supporting  document,  giving  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  on  public  health 
and  the  environment,  regrets  that  con- 
sumers' views  were  not  taken  into  account 
in  the  directive  proposals.  This  committee 
"stresses  that  the  role  of  the  chemist  is 
now  moving  towards  the  sale  rather  than 
the  preparation  of  medicines",  and  does 
not  see  why  the  profession  should  have  its 
"entrepreneurial  risk"  removed  without 
there  being  proposals  that  would  control  or 
prevent  "indiscriminate  exploitation  of  the 
legal  monopolistic  position  at  the  expense 
of  the  community  through  exaggerated 
prices  for  essential  medicines". 

Until  there  are  acceptable  proposals 
for  coordinating  laws  on  retail  sale  of 
medicines,  and  since  the  demand  for  "dis- 
pensaries" can  be  met  on  a  national  basis, 
the  committee  believes  that  freedom  of 
establishment  would  be  "pointless". 


Documents  explain  EEC  drafts  'withdrawal' 
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'Multiple  VAT 

rates:  NPU 
objection 

Writing  to  the  Chancellor  of  The  Ex- 
chequer, Mr  Denis  Healey,  about  the 
Government  considering  more  rates  for 
VAT  than  at  present  in  use  (10  per  cent 
and  zero)  Mr  J.  Wright,  NPU  secretary, 
points  out  that  many  retail  pharmacists 
are  finding  that  it  is  as  much  as  they 
can  do  to  handle  the  present  scheme.  He 
continues,  "Pharmacists  have  special  prob- 
lems but  I  know  that  other  retailers  have 
found  the  administration  of  VAT  no  less 
of  a  burden.  The  complexity  of  the  cal- 
culations and  record-keeping  procedures 
necessary  to  make  returns  of  VAT  would 
increase  out  of  all  proportion  with  each 
additional  rate.  I  do  not  think  it  is  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  many  independent 
retailers,  including  our  members,  would 
find  it  impossible  to  cope;  certainly  chem- 
ists would  need  to  abandon  the  relatively 
straightforward  system  of  calculating  out- 
put tax  which  many  of  them  have  used 
hitherto." 

VAT,  he  adds,  is  by  its  very  nature 
"an  inflexible  form  of  taxation;  it  was 
never  intended  that  it  should  be  used  as 
a  regulator  in  the  way  that  purchase  tax 
was."  He  reminds  Mr  Healey  that  if  the 
Government  wishes  to  relieve  certain 
goods  of  tax  it  can  always  use  the  zero- 
rate  (less  satisfactorily)  to  exempt  the 
goods. 

Veterinary  code  for 
pharmaceutical  industry 

The  first  code  of  practice  related  to  the 
marketing  and  promotion  of  products  de- 
signed for  use  under  veterinary  supervision 
has  been  published  by  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry. 

The  code  was  drawn  up  after  consulta- 
tions with  the  British  Veterinary  Associa- 
tion and  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons. 

The  exercise  of  industry  self-discipline 
in  marketing  activities  illustrated  in  the 
code  conforms  not  only  to  legal  require- 
ments but  aims  at  professional  standard-, 
of  ethics  and  canons  of  good  taste. 

The  veterinary  code  requires  that  in- 
formation given  and  claims  made  should 
be  based  on  up-to-date  evaluation  of 
evidence,  accurately  and  clearly  presented. 
Extremes  or  exaggeration  in  the  content 
and  method  of  promotion  are  to  be 
avoided.  There  are  guidelines  for  veteri- 
nary representatives  and  clauses  to  ensure 
a  responsible  distribution  of  samples. 

Gifts  designed  as  promotional  aids 
"should  be  of  little  monetary  value  and 
distributed  with  restraint;  hospitality  to 
members  of  the  veterinary  profession 
should  be  modest,  and  market  research  is 
not  to  be  used  as  a  form  of  disguised  sales 
promotion". 


An  all-day  auction  of  important  Continen- 
tal pottery  and  porcelain  took  place  at 
Sotheby's,  New  Bond  St,  London,  July  2 
and  included  the  Italian  maiolica  compris- 
ing three  early  Florentine  "oak-leaf"  drug 
jars,  a  rare  Florentine  drug  bottle  and 
three  Faenza  portrait  albarelli. 

The  "oak-leaf  jars  —  so  called  from 
the  foliage  surrounding  the  animals  and 
other  motifs  painted  in  manganese  and 
thick  inky  dark  blue  —  belong  to  the  first 
half  of  the  15th  century.  Lots  261  and 
264,  both  "oak-leaf"  double-handled  jars 
of  ovoid  shape  were  made  for  the  phar- 
macy of  the  hospital  of  Santa  Maria 
Nuova  at  Florence.  These  jars  have  on  the 
strap  handles  below  the  initials  "T  B"  the 
badge  of  the  hospital  — ■  a  crutch  painted 
in  green  and  manganese.  Lot  261,  which 
was  decorated  on  each  side  with  a  panel 
containing  a  saddle-back  boar  surrounded 
by  branches  of  oak  leaves  was  withdrawn 
but  lot  264  decorated  in  shades  of  blue 
with  the  figure  of  a  leaping  animal  sur- 
rounded by  leafy  branches  made  £2,500. 
Both  jars  were  about  lOin  in  height.  The 
third  "oakleaf"  jar  (lot  263),  71in,  in 
impasto  blue  with  manganese  outlines, 
realised  £4,400. 

The  Florentine  drug  bottle  (lot  265) 
illustrated  is  attributed  to  the  first  half  of 
the  15th  century.  It  is  inscribed  A.  bora- 
ginis  on  a  scroll  surrounded  by  gothic 
foliage  and  is  decorated  in  blue,  man- 
ganese, green  and  yellow;  the  neck  is 
vertically  striped  with  two  bands  of  ochre 
and  blue  horizontal  stripes.  Some  14in 
high,  this  rare  borage  water  bottle,  for- 
merly in  the  Wilhelm  von  Bode  collection, 
was  sold  at  Sotheby's  in  1932  when  the 
collection  (sent  from  Berlin)  of  Dr  Bode's 
friend  Kurt  Glogowski  came  under  the 
hammer.  (£3,200). 

Of  lots  269  and  270  and  also  271 
attributed  to  Faenza,  one  of  the  foremost 
centres  of  maiolica  manufacture,  lot  270 
is  illustrated.  This  late  15th  century 
albarello  is  painted  with  a  portrait  of  a 
girl  with  orange  hair.  Below  is  a  ribbon 
label  with  the  name  of  the  drug  "ell. 


dulcis".  The  remainder  of  the  white 
ground  is  covered  with  a  scrolling  floral 
and  leaf  design  in  dark  blue  and  orange. 
Height  about  9in.  This  important  Faenza 
drug  jar,  formerly  in  the  possession  of  Dr 
Alfred  Pringsheim  of  Munich,  was  sold  at 
Sotheby's  in  1939.  The  two  day  sale 
attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention  at  the 
time  (£6,600).  Lot  271,  a  rare  Faenza  por- 
trait albarello  formerly  in  the  Bak  collec- 
tion, realised  £4,200. 

Lot  262,  a  Venetian  portrait  albarello 
bearing  the  drug  label  "Mostarda  fu", 
painted  in  green  and  blue  on  a  dark  blue 
background  of  military  trophies,  and  13in 
high,  was  sold  for  £1.950. 

May  volume  sales  drop 
larger  than  expected 

The  final  seasonally-adjusted  index  of  the 
volume  of  retail  sales  in  May  is  105.4 
(1971  =  100)  showing,  between  April  and 
May,  a  larger  fall  than  the  \\  per  cent 
provisionally  estimated  (C&D  June  15, 
P  752). 

According  to  the  Department  of  Trade's 
figures,  the  decline  in  the  volume  of  trade 
between  the  two  months  is  now  estimated 
at  2-2^  per  cent,  about  the  same  as  be- 
tween March  and  April,  although  the 
latter  fall  may  have  been  exaggerated  by 
pre-budget  spending  in  March.  In  the  first 
five  months  of  the  year,  the  average 
volume  of  sales  was  2  per  cent  below  the 
average  level  for  the  second  half  of  last 
year  for  the  category  in  which  chemists' 
figures  are  totalled. 

The  May  value  retail  sales  index  for 
chemists  and  photographic  goods  dealers 
at  139  shows  an  advance  of  14  per  cent 
over  the  year,  the  same  as  retailers  gener- 
ally. According  to  the  Department's 
figures,  independent  chemists  advanced 
10  per  cent  to  130,  compared  to  a  rise  of 
15  per  cent  for  independent  retailers 
generally.  Figures  for  multiples  are  not 
given,  and  NHS  receipts  are  excluded 
from  the  calculation.

□  Turkey  has  lifted  its  ban  on  the  culti- 
vation of  the  opium  poppy  for  supply  to 
the  pharmaceutical  industry,  according  to 
Press  reports. 

□  Propranolol  may  be  an  effective  prophy- 
lactic for  migraine  according  to  a  trial 
reported  in  last  week's  British  Medical 
Journal. 

□  The  French  Minister  for  Health,  Mme 
Simone  Veil,  has  urged  that  most  of  the 
charges  for  contraceptives  should  be  borne 
by  the  State. 

□  The  Control  of  Importation,  Sale  and 
Manufacture  of  Contraceptives  Bill  and 
other  proposed  Drug  legislation  is  expec- 
ted to  be  discussed  by  the  Irish  Parliament 
in  the  next  few  weeks. 

□  If  child-resistant  closures  were  rede- 
signed to  withstand  wear  and  the  number 
of  doses  called  for  by  the  average  prescrip- 
tion fell  drastically  "then  this  pharmacist 
would  need  no  further  encouragement  or 
coercion  to  use  them",  writes  Mr  R.

□  The  Misuse  of  Drugs  (Licence  Fees) 
Regulations  1974  corrected  reprint 
(HMSO,  SI  No.  942,  3p)  effective  from 
July  1,  sets  out  the  fees  for  licenses  under 
the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  and  Regulation. 
The  provisions  apply  in  the  main  to  com- 
mercial manufacturers  and  distributors  of 
Controlled  Drugs;  pharmacists  are 
authorised  under  the  Regulations  to  pro- 
duce, supply  or  possess  Controlled  Drugs 
when  acting  in  their  professional  capacity.

Topical  reflections 

BY  XRAYSER 

Mortars 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  I  discovered  the  article  on  English  decorated 
bell-metal  mortars  in  your  issue  of  last  week,  reviving  memories  of  other 
days  when,  at  this  time  of  year,  we  looked  forward  to  receiving  pharmacy's 
outstanding  literary  and  artistic  production — the  Annual  Special  Issue  of 
Chemist  &  Druggist.  I  am  afraid  we  shall  never  look  on  its  like  again  but 
must  be  grateful  that  space  has  been  found  for  the  publication  of  a  most 
informative  treatise  on  mortars.  I  note  that  there  is  more  to  follow. 

It  is  true,  as  the  author,  C.  A.  Peal  states,  that  such  mortars  were  used 
largely  in  the  household,  particularly  in  the  still-room,  but  that  was  not 
without  its  pharmaceutical  associations,  for  the  lady  of  the  manor  prepared 
and  distributed  a  large  assortment  of  medicines.  The  luxury  of  a  doctor 
was  not  for  the  cottage  labourer  or  farm  worker.  Botanical  supplies  were 
either  grown  for  the  purpose  or  gathered  in  the  fields  or  hedgerows.  But 
the  mortar  was  useful  also  in  preparing  herbs  for  culinary  purposes,  and 
scarcely  a  day  can  have  passed  without  the  musical  note  of  pounding. 

A  large  number  of  bell-metal  mortars  originated  in  Bruges,  where  bells 
were  cast,  and  I  have  been  informed  that,  on  the  marriage  of  a  worker  in 
the  foundry,  a  mortar  and  pestle  was  the  customary  gift.  I  have  little  doubt 
that  many  such  were  kept  for  ornamental  purposes.  Those  which  have  been 
in  regular  use  show  signs  of  wear  on  both  mortar  and  pestle.  Mortars  have 
been  the  subject  of  study  in  C  &  D  on  previous  occasions,  as  the  author 
states,  as  have  drug  jars.  It  is  something  of  a  discovery  that  in  this  world 
so  full  of  Care,  there  is  still  time  to  stand  and  stare. 

The  broadcast  discussion  on  the  subject  of  home  medicines,  in  which 
Mr  W.  A.  Beanland  took  part,  followed  precisely  the  course  one  might 
have  expected.  Mr  Beanland  reiterated  the  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  the  effect  that  advertising  of  all  medicines  should  be  banned — 
a  self-evident  axiom  in  the  interests  of  public  health  and  safety.  A  doctor 
on  the  same  programme  pointed  out  that  the  most  serious  aspect  of 
self-medication — which  involves  self-diagnosis — was  the  masking  of 
symptoms.  Again,  that  is  self-evident.  For  the  industry,  Dr  Gordon  Fryers 
said  that  the  patent  medicines  industry  had  always  stressed  that  patients 
should  consult  their  doctors  if  symptoms  persisted,  but  that  it  was 
impossible  to  ensure  that  everyone  did  so. 

On  the  same  page  you  report  the  PAGB  as  having  drawn  attention  to  the 
urgent  need  of  the  public  for  adequate  and  convenient  opportunities  to 
buy  home  medicines,  and  that  proposed  changes  in  legislation  "should  be 
adopted  only  when  they  are  seen  to  be  essential  for  public  safety."  It  is, 
as  Dr  Gordon  Fryers  said,  an  industry — like  beer  and  tobacco. 


Bills  on  safety  containers, 
toiletries  labelling  fall 

Two  important  proposals  for  legislation 
-  the  Safety  Packaging  for  Medicines  Bill 
and  the  Labelling  of  Toilet  Preparations 
Bill  -  now  have  almost  no  chance  of 
reaching  the  Statute  Book.  Both  Bills  were 
entered  for  their  second  reading  in  the 
Commons  on  Friday  last  week,  but  their 
sponsors  did  not  turn  up.  The  Bills  were 
not  then  added  to  the  Order  Paper  for 
Tuesday,  when  there  would  have  been  a 
chance  to  revive  them. 

Child-safety  report  ready 

The  report  of  the  working  group  of  the 
Medicines  Commission   which   has  been 


studying  the  presentation  of  medicinal  pro- 
ducts in  relation  to  child  safety,  is  now 
with  the  Department.  Dr  David  Owen. 
Under-secretary,  said  that  in  view  of  the 
strong  public  interest  he  would  take  steps 
to  publish  the  report  as  soon  as  possible 
and  would  then  "consult  widely"  on  the 
recommendations. 

Public  ownership 

Mr  W.  Hamilton  asked  the  Secretary  for 
Social  Services  when  the  Government  in- 
tended to  announce  its  plans  for  public 
ownership  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry. 
Mrs  Castle  replied  that  any  proposals  for 
public  participation  would  be  in  line  with 
the  national  industrial  policy  and  would 
be  "for  formulation  when  this  has  been 
announced  by  the  Government".

A  new  baby  food  is  now  available  which 
is  claimed  to  be  the  closest  yet  to  human 
milk.  Called  Gold  Cap  SMA,  it  is  based 
on  equal  proportions  of  skimmed  milk 
and  whey,  treated  to  reduce  its  high 
mineral  content.  The  formula  avoids  the 
use  of  a  high  proportion  of  butterfat 
which  can  cause  problems  in  infant  feed- 
ing. 

Wyeth  say  Gold  Cap  SMA  is  the  first 
generally  available  infant  milk  food  on 
the  UK  market  to  have  a  total  mineral 
content  close  to  that  of  breast  milk.  The 
casein /lactalbumin  ratio  is  also  the  same 
as  human  milk.  The  protein  content  is  't 
60:40  ratio  of  lactalbumin  to  casein  com- 
pared with  a  ratio  of  18:82  in  cow's  milk 
and  most  leading  baby  foods.

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Clairol  pursue 
6i  million 
women!

The  launch  by  Clairol  of  a  new,  unique 
range  of  hair  colourants  —  True  Blonde 
and  True  Brunette  —  brings  to  maturity 
one  of  the  most  extensive  research  pro- 
jects ever  mounted  in  the  assessment  an  l 
determination  of  existing  and  potential 
hair  colourant  users  in  the  UK.. 

In  what  is  an  extremely  high  anxiety 
market,  Clairol  aim  to  open  up  a  huge 
new  segment  of  hair  colourant  users  - 
extend  the  market,  not  just  offer  alterna- 
tives to  existing  users.  In  fact,  True  Blonde 
and  True  Brunette  are  not  even  specifically 
aimed  at  existing  hair  colourant  users! 
A  newly-identified  sector,  the  target  mar- 
ket, is  younger  women  (15-34  years)  who 
fall  into  two  basic  categories : 
O  "timid"  first-time  users. 
□  "lapsed"  hair  colourant  users  .  .  . 
and  all  of  them  basically  dissatisfied  with 
their  own  colour. 

Timid  first-time  users  were  identified  in 
research  as  women  unhappy  with  their 
natural  hair  colour  but  too  frightened  to 
use  an  existing  brand  for  fear  of  poor 
results,  drastic  change  and/ or  actual 
damage  to  the  hair.  They  were  colourant- 
shy.  Timid  users  also  felt  existing  brands 
were  aimed  mainly  at  confirmed  colourant 
users  and  that,  apart  from  temporary 
colourants  or  rinses,  existing  brands  would 
drastically  change  their  natural  colour. 

Lapsed  users  include  those  who,  having 
started  out  as  timid  potential  users,  took 
the  plunge,  used  a  colourant,  were  dis- 
appointed with  the  result  and  swore  never 
to  try  again  .  .  .  although,  of  course  they 
remain  unhappy  with  their  natural  hair 
colour. 

Horrors  and  hang-ups 

Some  of  the  stories  to  come  out  of 
Clairol's  in-depth  discussions  with  lapsed 
users  were,  in  fact,  quite  horrifying.  "My 
hair  turned  green!"  "It's  too  messy  to 
do."  "Takes  too  long."  "It  meant  doing 
the  roots."  "The  results  were  all  splotchy!" 
Comments  like  these,  plus  woeful  accounts 
of  colour  build-up,  unnatural  looking 
results,  uneven  colour,  difficult  application 
and  reapplication,  hair  and  skin  damage 
—  cropped  up  frequently. 

The  research,  however,  didn't  just  probe 
past  problems  and  hang-ups.  It  established 
that  lapsed  and  timid  users  would  use  a 
colourant  if  it  met  their  requirements,  so 
these  two  major  groups  were  then  asked 
what  it  was  they  really  wanted.  The  answer 
came  back  that  it's  not  what  you  say,  it's 
how  you  say  it.  "I  don't  want  to  cover  up 
anything.

Most  hair  colourant  advertising  promises 


a  new  you,  a  complete  change.  It  implies 
that  what  madam  has  on  her  head  is  one 
of  nature's  great  disasters,  a  disaster  which 
a  hair  colourant  can  cure.  ("Or  turn  into 
an  even  greater  disaster,"  thinks  our  timid 
or  lapsed  user.) 

But  offer  that  same  woman  enhancement 
of  her  natural  colour,  not  a  drastic  change. 
Tell  her  you  want  to  give  her  back  that 
lovely  rich  colour  she  remembers  her  hair 
being  as  a  child.  Allay  her  fears,  reassure 
her.  Suggest  that  by  "bringing  out  the 
best"  in  her  natural  colour  she  can  bring 
out  her  true  personality.  Tell  her  all  those 
things  and  you've  not  only  got  her  on  your 
side,  you've  pulled  her  right  back  into  the 
market  -  -  and  there  are  potentially  6| 
million  like  her! 

With  all  this  data  as  a  launch-pad  for 
development,  Clairol  set  out  to  perfect  a 
range  to  meet  these  consumer  needs,  dispel 
anxiety  and  fill  an  important  segment  of 
the  hair  colourant  market  that  had  not 
previously  been  catered  for.  There  was  a 
total  reassurance  job  to  do.  They  had  to 
give  the  colour-shy  woman  a  product 
which  was  easy  and  comfortable  to  apply,

True  Blonde 
will  appeal  essentially  to  the  mid-to-light 
brown  or  mousey  blonde  woman;  True 
Brunette  is  pitched  at  the  woman  who  has 
a  definite  desire  to  enhance  the  brown  in 
her  hair.  A  choice  of  shades  is  important 
so  True  Blonde  comes  in  five  subtle  shades 
of  blonde  while  True  Brunette  is  available 
in  eight  beautiful  colours. 

Advertising 

Having  produced  a  product  which  could 
reassure  the  colour-shy  mouse  that  all  her 
fears  and  hang-ups  could  be  overcome,  it 
was  of  course  absolutely  essential  that  the 
advertising  successfully  convey  this  mes- 
sage to  her.  Her  fears  must  be  dispelled 
and  she  should  be  told  what  she  wants  to 
hear.  Research  had  shown  that  inside  the 
mousey-haired  woman  hovers  a  true  self 
—  a  woman  with  brighter,  more  interest- 
ing hair.  So  "Find  your  true  self  with 
Clairol  True  hair  colour"  says  the  adver- 
tising. 

Throughout  the  copy  the  accent  is  on 
subtle,  controlled  enrichment  of  existing 
hair  colour  with  a  constant  emphasis  on 
simplicity  of  usage  and  reassurance  that 
with  the  authoritative  Clairol  name  on 
them,  consumers  can  buy  and  use  the  Two 
Trues  with  complete  confidence.  This  is 
substantiated  with  a  list  of  product  bene- 
fits: Simple  shampoo-in  application; 
natural-looking  results;  built-in  conditi- 
oners; only  20  minutes  development  time; 
colour  lasts  4-10  shampoos. 

In  one  of  the  biggest  hair  colourant 
campaigns  in  years  some  £100,000  will  be 
spent  on  full  pages  in  colour  in  women's 
magazines.  Commencing  in  August,  during 
the  13-week  launch  spurt  alone  the  adver- 


tisement will  be  seen  by  well  over  80  per 
cent  of  the  target  audience  —  over  six 
times  each.  At  the  key,  younger  end  of 
the  age  range  (15-24  years)  coverage  is 
estimated  at  91  per  cent  with  an  average 
opportunity  to  see  of  7-1  times. 

Merchandising 

On  the  question  of  display,  two  important 
points  emerged  from  the  research.  Firstly 
because  the  target  consumers  (timid 
"users")  equate  lighteners  with  "nasty" 
bleaches,  True  Blonde  and  True  Brunette 
should  be  displayed  with  the  colourants 
rather  than  lighteners;  and  secondly,  if 
she  is  to  find  the  shade  that's  "just  right" 
for  her,  it  is  important  to  display  the  full 
range  of  shades  at  point  of  sale.  Well 
aware  of  the  space  constraints  facing  the 
average  chemist,  Clairol  have  made  it 
possible  for  the  customer  to  see-at-a-glance 
all  13  shades  of  the  Two  Trues  in  a 
specially  designed,  compact  unit  which 
takes  up  just  12|  x  7|in  of  counter  space.

Notes  on  new 
Medicaments 


Miconazole  nitrate 

Miconazole  nitrate  (Monistat.  Dermoni- 
stat,  and  [C&D,  June  22,  p  795)  Gyno- 
Daktarin,  Daktarin)  is  a  broad  spectrum 
anti-mycotic  which  has  been  shown  by 
in  vivo  and  in  vitro  studies  to  be  effective 
against  a  wide  range  of  fungi  and  some 
Gram-positive  bacteria. 

It  is  not  an  antibiotic  and  is  chemically 
unrelated  to  other  anti-fungal  agents,  the 
structural  formula  being  1  [2,  4  — 
dichloro  —  B  —  (2,  4  —  dichlorobenzy- 
loxy)  —  phenethyl]  imidazole  nitrate. 

Preparations  of  the  drug  have  been  in-

General  practice  and  area 
pharmaceutical  officers 


Representation  of  opinion  to  NHS 
authorities,  provision  of  information  ser- 
vices, seeking  pharmacist  involvement  in 
cottage  hospitals,  control  of  pre-  and  post- 
registration  training,  making  pharmacists 
responsible  for  medicines  supplied  through 
health  centres  and  clinics  —  those  are 
some  of  the  roles  that  the  area  pharma- 
ceutical officers  appointed  under  NHS  re- 
organisation might  perform  in  relation  to 
general  practice  pharmacy. 

The  ideas  came  from  four  of  the  APO's 
in  Wales  on  Sunday,  when  they  addressed 
a  meeting  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union's  South  Wales  Area.  After  Mr  D.  L. 
Thomas  had  outlined  his  "central"  func- 
tion as  pharmaceutical  adviser  to  the 
Welsh  Office,  Mr  G.  Lennox  (West 
Glamorgan)  rejected  criticism  of  the  hos- 
pital background  of  APO's  —  many  had 
general  practice  experience  and  recognised 
the  role  of  that  branch  of  the  profession. 
However,  it  was  in  the  Family  Practitioner 
Committees  that  the  independence  of 
general  practice  was  guaranteed,  and  the 
APO  would  need  to  establish  a  close  work- 
ing relationship  with  the  FPC  administra- 
tor. The  pharmacists  on  the  FPC  would 
also  have  to  show  that  they  were  capable 
of  making  a  useful  contribution  to  discus- 
sions on  all  community  health  services. 

For  the  first  time  hospital  and  general 
practice  pharmacists  could  present  their 
views  to  actual  health  authorities,  said  Mr 
Lennox,  but  he  stressed  the  need  to  en- 
sure that  matters  were  referred  to  the  right 
committees.  An  "all-Wales"  pharmaceu- 
tical committee  was  to  be  formed,  involv- 
ing general  practice,  hospital  and  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  which  could  go  direct 
to  the  Welsh  Office,  so  there  would  be  a 
complete  channel  of  communication  at  all 
levels  of  the  administration. 

Patience  required 

Mr  Lennox  concluded  that  "construc- 
tive thought"  now  would  be  building  for 
the  future  but,  warning  against  expecting 
too  much  too  quickly,  he  pointed  out  that 
reorganisation  had  coincided  with  a  cut 
of  20  per  cent  in  capital  and  10  per  cent 
in  revenue  expenditure.  It  was  difficult  to 
expand  the  service  with  such  constraints. 

The  why,  how  and  when  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical information  service  was  explained 
by  Mr  E.  Watkins  (Mid-Glamorgan). 
He  stressed  the  need  for  information 
"specialists"  to  collate  the  research  data 
that  is  available  but  pointed  out  that  all 
pharmacists  had  to  disseminate  the  in- 
formation if  the  profession's  expertise  was 
to  be  recognised  by  health  colleagues. 
Ward  pharmacy  would  cause  young 
doctors  to  see  the  pharmacist  as  a  source 
of  information  and  they  would  look  to 
him  in  general  practice  also. 

It  was  intended  to  set  up  an  all-Wales 


centre  at  "the  Heath",  Cardiff,  with  a 
principal  pharmacist  in  charge;  a  com- 
puter would  be  used  to  store  information. 
Less  complex  centres  would  be  set  up  at 
area  level. 

Mr  Watkins  also  advocated  registration 
of  patients  with  pharmacies  —  the  phar- 
macist might  pick  up  duplicity  in  prescrib- 
ing, contraindications,  potentiation  be- 
tween bought  and  prescribed  drugs,  etc. 
On  the  question  "when?",  the  speaker 
said  the  provision  of  a  drug  information 
service  for  clinicians  was  one  of  the  APO's 
responsibilities  —  and  in  a  time  of  finan- 
cial restraint,  pressure  from  general  prac- 
tice pharmacists  for  such  a  service  might 
help  to  push  things  forward. 

Hospital  involvement 

Mr  D.  Leitch  (Powys  and  Dyfed) 
looked  at  a  hypothetical  town  of  3,000 
population  with  a  cottage  hospital  staffed 
by  a  general  medical  practitioner.  A  new 
doctor  coming  to  the  town  considered  he 
had  a  right  to  serve  in  the  hospital  on  a 
part-time  basis  and  Mr  Leitch  believed 
that  the  principle  should  be  extended  to 
the  community  pharmacist.  However,  he 
did  not  see  it  as  a  "supply  function", 
which  would  still  come  from  the  district 
hospital.  The  system  would  enhance  the 
community  pharmacist's  status  locally,  and 
help  him  financially  in  continuing  to  pro- 
vide a  service  —  all  for  the  loss  of  a 
little  retail  business.  It  would  also  avoid 
the  district  hospital  staff  having  to  spend 
valuable  time  travelling. 

A  disadvantage  was  that  the  pharma- 
cist's NHS  contract  did  not  allow  closure 
of  his  premises  —  but  if  looked  at 
nationally,  the  problem  could  be  over- 
come. Also  pharmacists  might  need  en- 
couragement to  undertake  unfamiliar  work 

-  the  answer  was  introductory  training 
and  refresher  courses  plus  the  availability 
of  telephone  back-up  facilities. 

A  suggestion  that  the  undergraduate 
course  might  need  extending  to  four  or 
five  years  to  develop  the  pharmacist  as  the 
information  officer  of  the  health  team, 
was  made  by  Mr  H.  Gibbor  (Gwent).  Part 
of  the  course  should  be  spent  with  the 
medical  and  nursing  professions  and  part 
as  training  for  the  student's  intended 
speciality.  Pre-registration  training  might 
be  arranged  by  APO's,  with  the  graduate 
an  employee  of  the  area  authority.  It 
could  then  be  made  comprehensive  to  en- 
able the  graduate  to  decide  his  future. 

Mr  Gibbor  also  believed  all  pharmacists 
should  be  required  to  undergo  post- 
registration  training  in  subjects  such  as 
management,  pharmacology  and  thera- 
peutics and  pharmacy  practice  —  day  re- 
lease courses  leading  to  MPharm  might  be 
organised.  Adequate  reward  should  be 
made  available  to  those  undergoing  train- 
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ing,  he  said,  but  that  was  only  likely  if 
the  profession  showed  the  community  that 
the  training  was  necessary. 

Expressing  concern  at  health-centre 
consortium  arrangements,  Mr  Gibbor 
warned  that  in  a  decade  general  practice 
pharmacy  could  become  non-viable  and 
the  pharmacist  a  state  employee,  providing 
medicines  and  advice  only  in  premises  in 
or  adjacent  to  centres.  He  was  neverthe- 
less concerned  about  the  number  of 
pharmaceutical  products  stored  and  used 
in  centres  and  clinics  without  pharma- 
ceutical supervision.  These  included  vac- 
cines, antibiotics  and  many  topical  treat- 
ments which  were  largely  under  the  con- 
trol of  lay  staff.  There  was  an  urgent  need 
for  pharmaceutical  guidance  and  he  hoped 
to  persuade  his  area  authority  that  a  staff 
pharmacist  should  be  responsible  for 
health  centres. 

Discussion  of  the  papers  brought  forth 
two  further  areas  of  APO  involvement  — 
dispensing  doctors  and  drug  recall.  It  was 
felt  that  legal  and  business  advice  on 
setting  up  consortia  should  come  from 
contractors  committees  rather  than  APO's. 

Mr  G.  T.  M.  David,  chairman  of  the 
Central  NHS  Committee  and  chairman  of 
the  meeting,  said  if  doctors  could  be  re- 
compensed for  loss  of  remuneration  the 
problem  would  "disappear  overnight". 
There  was  an  increase  in  doctor  dispen- 
sing because  young  doctors  wanted  to 
make  a  lot  of  money  quickly  —  no  pro- 
gress would  be  made  until  there  was  a 
Minister  strong  enough  to  antagonise  the 
doctors,  and  none  could  be  expected  while 
there  was  no  public  outcry  against  their 
dispensing  service.  Dr  D.  H.  Maddock 
suggested  that  doctors  should  be  allowed 
to  dispense  only  in  packs  prepared  and 
sealed  by  the  local  pharmacy,  the  packs 
to  be  replaced  by  writing  individual  pre- 
scriptions. Mr  David  replied  that  such  an 
idea  had  been  put  forward  as  an  alterna- 
tive to  collection  and  delivery  services  in 
areas  of  sparse  population,  but  again 
there  could  be  no  progress  if  the  doctors 
refused. 

Drug  recalls 

The  suggestion  that  APO's  co-ordinate 
drug  recalls  for  general  practice  as  well 
as  hospitals  was  well  received.  However,  a 
panel  member  warned  that  the  many 
DHSS  circulars  on  the  subject  were 
marked  "confidential"  and  could  only  be 
circulated  to  NHS  "employees"  —  there 
might  be  difficulties  about  the  release  of 
items  "quarantined  on  suspicion"  and 
about  "who  pays"  if  manufacturer  and 
government  analyst  disagreed. 

A  request  that  the  APO  be  involved  in 
encouraging  a  weekend  wholesaler  delivery 
brought  forth  the  reaction  that  hospital 
and  general  practice  pharmacists  already 
co-operated  informally  over  urgent  sup- 
plies. 

At  the  conclusion,  Mr  R.  Jones  an- 
nounced that  the  Rhanbarth  de  Cymru 
region  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (of 
which  he  is  secretary)  is  to  ask  that  the 
whole  of  Wales  should  become  a  single 
region  from  October  1.  A  "pharmacy 
weekend"  would  then  be  planned  for  June 
1975.  The  region,  having  "co-terminosity" 
with  the  NHS  structure,  might  allow  the 
views  of  the  whole  profession  to  be  repre- 
sented —  including  locums,  etc.

Approach  to 
patients  in 
rurals  areas 

Following  the  meeting  held  between 
representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  of  the  Central  Committee, 
where  it  had  been  suggested  that  both 
bodies  consider  the  possibility  of  preparing 
a  card  for  use  in  pharmacies  affected  by 
doctor  dispensing,  the  Committee  decided 
to  make  available,  free  of  charge,  a  card 
bearing  the  following  wording: — 

Value  your  pharmacist 

"The  normal  arrangement  in  the  National 
Health  Service  considered  by  Parliament 
to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  public, 
is  for  the  doctor  to  diagnose  and  prescribe 
and  for  the  pharmacist  to  dispense  medi- 
cines. Only  in  exceptional  circumstances 
and  where  the  patient  specifically  requests 
a  change  in  the  normal  arrangements,  is 
the  doctor  permitted  to  supply  dispensed 
medicines. 

"Without  a  regular  flow  of  prescrip- 
tion business,  most  pharmacies  cannot 
meet  their  overheads.  Many  have  had  to 
close  down. 

"It  is  hoped  that  you  will  continue  to 
elect  to  obtain  your  dispensed  medicines 
from  a  pharmacy.  This  will  ensure  that 
this  pharmacy  can  continue  to  provide  a 
service  for  oil  your  medicinal  require- 
ments." 

It  was  reported  that  as  soon  as  the 
office  learned  of  the  delay  in  receipt  of 
June  payments,  a  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Department  drawing  attention  to  chemists' 
compaints  that  they  had  either  received  no 
payment  or  a  payment  on  account  that 
appeared  to  represent  between  70  per  cent 
and  75  per  cent  of  the  amount  due  in 
respect  of  March  and  April  prescriptions. 

A  reply  has  been  received  from  the 
Department  assuring  the  Committee  that 
in  future  it  would  be  notified  of  any  pos- 
sible delay  each  month  and  that  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  complete  the 
account  in  lime  for  FPC's  to  dispatch  the 
payments  on  the  first  day  of  the  month. 
The  Department  had  also  made  arrange- 
ments to  ensure  that  an  advance  payment 
of  95  per  cent  of  the  estimated  value  of 
the  prescriptions  submitted  for  pricing  th~ 
previous  month  would  be  made  in  all 
cases  where  the  payment  due  at  the  be- 
ginning of  July  was  likely  to  be  delayed. 
The  final  payment  would  be  made  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  figures  became 
available. 

It  was  decided  to  re-submit  to  the 
Department  the  Committee's  representation 
for  a  100  per  cent  advance  payment. 

A  letter  had  been  received  from  the 
Department  giving  details  of  the  number 
of   January    and    February  prescriptions 


submitted  for  pricing  that  had  been  en- 
dorsed in  respect  of  a  second  container 
being  used  where  a  single  large  bottle  had 
been  unobtainable  because  of  the  glass 
shortage.  Representations  would  be  made 
that  payment  should  be  made  for  these 
containers  and  contractors  would  be  re- 
minded that  it  was  important  to  continue 
to  endorse  all  prescriptions  dispensed  in 
such  circumstances. 

The  Central  Committee  decided  that 
payments  to  secretaries  of  Area  Chemist 
Contractors  Committees  was  a  decision 
to  be  taken  at  the  local  level. 

It  was  reported  that  the  draft  FPN 
concerning  the  rural  subsidy  payment 
for  1973  had  been  agreed  and  would  be 
issued  shortly.  It  had  been  agreed  with  the 
Department  that  the  upper  limit  of  the 
application  form  should  be  raised  from 
9,000  to  12,000  prescriptions  per  month. 
This  would  enable  the  Committee  and  the 
Department  to  consider  whether,  having 
regard  to  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
prescriptions  being  dispensed  nationally, 
it  was  possible  to  extend  the  subsidy  to 
a  greater  number  of  applicants.  [The  De-

H.  W.  Gamble  Memorial  Room  opened 
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A&H  intravenous  business 
sold  to  American  firm 

Allen  &  Hanburys  Ltd  have  sold  off  their 
intravenous  solutions  and  dialysis  busi- 
ness to  American  Hospital  Supply  Cor- 
poration for  an  undisclosed  sum. 

For  a  period  of  two  years,  A&H  will 
continue  to  manufacture  intravenous  solu- 
tions for  AHSC  and  the  current  distribu- 
tion system  for  the  products  will  continue 
basically  unchanged. 

AHSC  state  that  during  the  next  two 
years  they  will  develop  manufacturing 
capabilities  for  intravenous  solutions  in 
the  UK  based  on  studies  of  market  needs. 
The  company  will  begin  to  market  cer- 
tain speciality  intravenous  therapy  pro- 
ducts currently  manufactured  in  the  US 
four  of  which,  including  Freamine  (for 
hyperalimentation)  and  dextran,  have 
been  registered  in  the  UK.  Eventually, 
these  will  be  manufactured  in  the  UK. 

AHSC,  founded  in  1922,  manufacture 
intravenous,  irrigating  and  speciality  solu- 
tions and  administration  sets  in  the  US. 
In  addition,  the  company  manufacture 
solutions  through  susidiaries  or  licensees 
in  several  overseas  countries  where  they 
are  mostly  marketed  under  the  trade 
name  of  McGaw.  The  company  employ 
22,000    people    throughout    the  world. 

AHSC  are  currently  marketing  in  the 
UK,  artificial  heart  valves,  oxygenators, 
speciality  catheters  and  other  devices  manu- 
factured by  their  Edward  Laboratories 
division,  and  laboratory  diagnostic  rea- 
gents made  by  the  Dade  and  Harleco 
divisions. 

Giving  reasons  for  the  sale  Allen  & 
Hanburys  state  that  with  growing  com- 
mitments in  the  UK  pharmaceutical  mar- 
ket and  the  pressure  on  space  at  their 
Ware  plant  they  felt  unable  to  deploy  the 
resources  necessary  to  ensure  the  support 
and  expansion  that  the  intravenous  solu- 
tions side  of  the  business  demanded.  No 
redundancies  are  anticipated  among  the 
staff  as  a  result  of  the  sale. 

Beecham's  overseas  sales 
up  by  one-third 

Capital  expenditure  of  Beecham  Group 
Ltd  during  the  year  ended  March  31, 
amounted  to  £13-7m  whilst  depreciation 
charged  against  profits  was  £8-6m  accord- 
ing to  the  company's  annual  report.  The 
average  number  of  persons  employed  by 
the  Group  in  the  UK  in  each  week  was 
15,545. 

The  chairman.  Sir  Ronald  Edwards,  in 
his  report  states  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  Group's  growth  during  the  year  came 
from  overseas  operations,  sales  from  which 
amounted  to  £200-7m,  an  increase  of  33-1 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year.
